Purpose,” and his text was taken) 
from John 20, in which it is said: | 

“As My Father has sent Me, | 
€ven so send I you.” 

Fulfill Purpose. 

Under the obligation of this “di- 
vine sending,” Mr. Walker said. 
the Christian must cleave with- 
out deviation, in every phase of 
his life, to the fulfillment of the, 
purpose for which the church was | 
created. 

“The divine purpose, springing | 
from the heart of God, is the true, 
church,” the tall and _ vigorous 
rector declared. 

Darkness Replaces LigN. 

It is only when darknsss re- 
places the light in the heart of 
man that the manifestation of the, 
divine purpose is destroyed and | 
the destruction of this light is the 
sin against the Holy Ghost, Mr. 
Walker said. 

Illustrating how the light may 
Gie in the heart of a man, he de- 
clared: 

“When an officer who sym- 
bolizes law and justice becomes | 
the agent of injustice and law- 
lessness, he has turned against 
that which is rigkt to that which 
is wrong, from that which is good 
to that which is evil.” 

In this, he declared, is found 
the perfect example of the sin 
against the Holy: Ghost—the for- 
saking of the divine purpose and 
the cleaving to the motives of evil. 

“When a policeman buldgeons 
a helpless prisoner—he whom the 
psalmist has called ‘the poor, and 
him who hath no help,’ the light 
within him has become dark- 
ness.

“Conditions of that sort are said 
to exist in our own

helpless persons are to go on and

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New Navy Era 

The United States navy enters upon a new 
era in June when the first battleship to be con- 
structed in 19 years slides down the ways at 
the New York Navy Yard. The $65,000,000 North 
Carolina should be dedicated as a monument 
to disarmament conferences, to stand forever 
as a symbol of the utter foolishness of leading 
in the sacrifice of protection only to have other 
nations sabotage the ideal and the spirit in 
which the sacrifice was made. 

It will be recalled that the United States 
junked and bombed new battleships near com- 
pletion and on the ways after the World War, 
battleships which would have saved millions 
of dollars in hurried construction today; bat- 
tleships for which the major cost had already 
been incurred—and added to the national debt. 
No other nation did this. They junked ships, 
but over-age vessels and surplus units that 
made little difference in the total value of 
the protection yielded. Their new ships were 
completed and sail today in the battle line, 
- symbols, one might say, of a realism that is 
at the same time a curse and a blessing. 

The years that followed found this coun- 
try adhering to the principles of disarmament, 
happily blind or unconcerned with events in 
the world about it. Some few battleships were 
reconditioned, some few smaller vessels con- 
structed only after bitter struggles to obtain 
the necessary funds from a congress intent 
only upon the debates of a prosperous era and 
upon log-rolling tariff walls that played no 
small part in the debacle now impending. 

But now congress is told by the chief of 
naval operations, Admiral Harold R. Stark, that 
Japan has realistically been building toward 
parity with this nation, and within a few years 
more will have attained that Nipponese goal. 
A vicious circle, of course, helps no one. But 
this nation also has no alternative but to build 
at a pace which will maintain parity, or con- 
versely to permit Japan to build to parity and 
beyond and accept for the future a status simi- 
Jar to that which proved disastrous to Den- 
mark, once a great maritime nation, and to 
Norway, which with a small navy could resist 
neither Allied nor Nazi incursions. 

The second alternative is unthinkable. There- 
fore, the nation must undertake to maintain a 
5-3 ratio with Japan, not for offensive pur- 
poses, but because that is the ratio necessary 
for the adequate protection of great shore- 
lines and defense lines both on the Atlantic 
and the Pacific, in comparison to the restrict- 
ed defense lines of Japan. In both instances, 
the ratios are based, and were based at the 
limitation conferences, on defensive needs. 
Offense is a different quality, with which we 
are not now concerned. 

So let the North Carolina be dedicated to 
the proposition that the needs of this country 
in naval strength be henceforth regarded from 
the material and not the idealistic standpoint. 
A lesson learned at great cost should be well 
learned.

Plots in Mexico 

Reports from Mexico City that agents of 
the Nazi and Communist governments of Ger- 
many and of Russia are at work trying to fo- 
ment revolution in Mexico are accepted by 
the average man today as quite plausible and 
probably true. Which demonstrates the sad 
state of affairs, even on this side of the At- 
lantic, which has come to pass because of the 
practices and policies of governments which 
uniformly ignore all considerations of interna- 
tional decency and honor. 

It is an undeniable fact that Mexican au- 
thorities have made more stringent the methods 
of examination of vehicles entering their coun- 
try from the United States. This action ‘is logi- 
cally taken to seek to avert any smuggling of 
arms into Mexico for the use of the subversive 
elements. Unfortunately there are groups in this 


country which would not hesitate at such. 


smuggling, regardless of the peril involved both 
for this nation and the neighbor below the 
Rio Grande. 

There is very real danger to the United 
States in the activities of foreign agents in 
Mexico. That country, economically unstable 
and with a large part of its population still 
in the status of peons, with education still 


primitive and with revolutionary experience 
still warm in the memory of the living genera- 
tion, could in all probability be easily stirred 
into civil conflict. 

And, if the flames of civil war should be lit 
in Mexico, this nation would find itself vitally 
affected. In fact, a Europe-inspired outburst 
among the Mexicans would, in literal truth, 
bring the new World War right to our doorstep. 

It is, under these circumstances, to be pre- 
sumed that United States authorities will co- 
operate in every possible way to avert any 
threatened outbreak south of the border. In 
the meantime, the wisdom of rapid strengthen- 
ing of America’s armed forces of defense is 
once again emphasized.

Mexico, by the machinations of European 
agents, be turned into another Spain.

Let Us Remember 

Friday, April 26, is Memorial Day in Geor- 
gia. It is, nowadays, a day of double signifi- 
cance. It memorializes the sons of the state 
who wore the gray in the War Between the 
States and that later generation who marched 
for a foreign shore, in olive drab, in 1918. 

The day has come to honor, too, those noble 
women whose faithfulness to the memory of a 
Cause has perpetuated this annual day of me- 
morial. Through the devotion of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, these annual 
Memorial Days have come 1o mean even more 
than was originally intended. For, today, they 
are a tribute not only to the men who fought 
and the men who died, but they are a tribute 
to the tender faith of the women who have 
kept green the graves and sacred the heritage 
through three-quaretrs of.a century. 

Time, blessedly, dims the harshness of ear- 
lier memory. The picture of the present, sharp 
etched, gradually fades out of focus with the 
passing years and the bitterness of sorrow 
grows more gentle as its reality fades into the 
story of the past. 

It is good, on these annual Memorial Days, 
that we should pause to think anew on the 
causes that were won or lost, the ideals held 
sacred or forgotten, the ecstasies and the en- 
thusiasms which have receded, to make way 
for new ones, on the shores of time. 

Through all the growing dimness of the 
indistinct years, there is a faithful memory to 
many nobilities of devotion and of sacrifice 
that marked those war experiences of the past. 
Men of those earlier generations did not give 
their lives in vain if the idealism that inspired 
their sacrifice still serves to hold our younger 
Spirits true. 

There are those, today, who would have us 
believe that the lads who died in France “to 
save democracy,” gave their lives in a ¥ain 
cause. Nothing could be further from the truth. 
By their very sacrifice they made their cause 
real, by their blood they sealed it within the 
hearts and souls of true men, for all time. 

Man can understand the pattern of the 
years but darkly. It is given only to the infinite 
to vision the completed story. There are times, 
as today, when the warp and woof of history 
appears but a tangled skein, when the skies 
of man’s aspirations hang low with black 
clouds of despair. 

But the man of faith knows that the loom 
of eternity is not askew. The perfect creation 
must, someday, emerge. And, when it does, 
the lives that were given, through all the ages, 
for worthy ideals will assume their proper 
place in the wonderful story. They did not 
die in vain and there is an age to come when 
all men shall know this truth. 

Let us. with humility and pride, pay proper 
tribute on Memorial Day to all these, our heroes, 
and let us be prepared, if need arise, to follow 
their footsteps in the cause of liberty—even 
though those footsteps lead only to an earthly 


grave.

SOUTH’S MENTAL SINEWS 
(Louisville Courier-Journal) 

A wholesome respect for higher learning is 
traditional in the south as indigenous to our cul- 
ture as King Cotton. Yet, even in education, we 
are intensely individualistic, and our creditable 
colleges and universities often fail to render the 
greatest possible service because their first Is 
scattered; their aim confused. 

It is with the greatest enthusiasm, therefore, 
that we applaud a new adventure in co-ordinated 
education, which seeks to fuse into one vastly ef- 
fective coalition six Georgia institutions, with 
“each partner undertaking a share in a common 
task . to raise scholastic standards, increase 
facilities for research and advanced study, and 
to eliminate duplication of effort.” 

The above quotation is from a ‘handsome 
brochure, “The Eyes of a Nation,” sent us by 
Preston S. Arkwright of Atlanta, general chair- 
man cf a committee which 1s seeking $5,000,000 
(to be supplemented by $2,500,000 from the Gen- 
eral Education Board in New York) for the de- 
velopment of a southeastern university center. 
The General Education Board gift is conditioned 
upon the raising of the $5,000,000, all except $1,- 
300,000 of which is assured. 

The six institutions which will participate in 
the center plan are Emory University, Agnes Scott 
College, the Atlanta Art Association, the Colum- 
bia Theological Seminary, the Georgia School of 
Technology and the University of Georgia. 

Emory and Agnes Scott are the principals in 
the first fund-raising venture, which (as we un- 
derstand it) will be broadened gradually until the 
center touches and strengthens all the sinews of 
higher education. . 

Emory and Agnes Scott both are privately en- 
dowed—right handsomely endowed!. They, and 
the other institutions which will participate in 
the center plan, have done a magnificent job in 
developing the south’s fine human resources. 

But so much needs to be done. And for so 
long as the south tolerates diffusion of the edu- 
cational effort, we shall continue to lack any one 
university of the first rank, such as Harvard, 
Princeton, or Columbia, or any equivalent thereof. 

The whole south has a stake in the ‘Atlanta 
enterprise. The whole south ought to help see it 
through. 5 


| THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
JAP EMBARGO THREAT WASHINGTON, April 21.—Ob- 


viously, enforcement of an anti- 
Japanese embargo is the threat veiled by Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull’s firm warning against Japanese “protection of the Dutch East 
Indies.” Last summer Hull and the President seized the opportunity 
of Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg’s resolution on the subject to pre- 
pare for an embargo by terminating the Japanese-American trade 
treaty. Long before that they had begun to consider the possibility 
that the embargo weapon might some day have to be used. 

Enforcement of an embargo against Japan, which would have to 
be voted by congress, would have a deadly effect. In the Dutch 
East Indies the Japanese would get some of the oil they now obtain 
from us, but oil is far from being the only war material. Some 
good authorities estimate that the Japanese are purchasing as much 
as 50 per cent of all their war materials in this country. They can 
go to no other market, since-the Europeans have no war materials 
to spare. Thus at the least an embargo would cripple the Japanese 
war effort, and at best might bring it to an eventual end. 

The difficulty is that besides such obvious forms of retaliation 
as an attack on the Philippines, the Japanese have in their power 
something considerably more serious. The United States needs rub- 
ber. The vast majority of our rubber comes from the Dutch East 
Indies and the Malay States. The Japanese could answer our em- 
bargo by blockading rubber’ shipments to this country, and our 
navy would hardly be able to break a blockade all the way across 
the Pacific. The result would probably be general war in the Far 
East, but the Japanese, rendered desperate by our embargo, would 
be in a mood to let the devil take the consequences. 

This is one of the reasons why Far Eastern policy is the subject 
of anxious debate at the State Department and White House. Both 
the President and ‘secretary of state side with the more daring spir- 
its. Thus, in brief, our policy is to keep the Japanese in check with 
the threat of an embargo, until their war machine breaks down or 
other nations are ready to help in putting them in their place. But 
even the most daring hope that we will not have to make our threat

THE ROOSEVELT PSYCHOSIS Some time ago in Boston ! 


visited in the office of an old 
schoolmate and friend who now has become a famous psychiatrist 
of that city and, for that matter, of all New England. 

“You have no idea how grateful we psychiatrists are to Mr

Old people, made wise by experience, have the patience to endure 
a siege. Young people, made frantic by their pent-up energy, soon 
become desperate and cry: “Let’s do something—anything. Fighting 
and dying is better than this endless waiting.” 

And when they reach that point they are primed to follow any 
zealous and forceful leader, however mad his scheme. It is ihe 
promise of action that appeals to them. 

With nine wise men counseling patient inaction and one reckless 
adventurer offering something to do, they will choose the way that 
offers release from boredom and passive endurance. 

We all know these things are true, for they are part of our own 
experience, yet we make no use of our knowledge to guard against 
trouble. Each of us has his own affairs and interests to look after, 
and his only contribution to public safety is to wonder why some- 
body doesn’t do something. 

Mrs. Roosevelt remarked some days ago that Communists are 
smarter than the rest of us, since they are ardently working for and 
with discontented youngsters while we do nothing. That is quite 
true. 

Communism itself is not a present menace to the nation. It is 
not clearly defined; it has no leader with the blazing conviction that 
attracts multitudes: and it has no program that makes sense. The 
promise to divide the wealth appeals to the shiftless and the stupid, 
but it sounds dumb to smart youngsters who realize that modern 
wealth is not in money or portable property but in going concerns. 
Without the brains that manage an industry profitably, the wheels 
stop and the machines are scrap iron. 

Nevertheless, the present situation is full of dynamite.

Although the senate has nu- 
merical supremacy on the confer- 
ence committee, each side has only 
one vote on disputed items.. 

Senator Russell, Democrat, 
Georgia, floor leader for the sen- 
‘ate bill and head of its conferees, 
‘said that if no way out was seen 
“we might just as well re-enact 
last year’s farm bill. 
pretty good one.” 


The biggest senate increases 
were $212,000,000 for “parity pay- 
ments” to farmers complying with 
crop control programs and $85,- 
000,000 for disposal of farm sur- 
pluses, including the “stamp plan” 
‘for distributing food to needy per- 
sons.

Raid On England. 

While bombs thundered down 
on far-away Scandinavian air 
fields, shells bursting over a town 
on England’s southeast coast sent 
the 3,000 residents scurrying for 
shelter and punched shrapnel holes 
in roofs. 

No casualties were reported in 
the town and no bombs’ were 
dropped on land during the en- 
counter, in which anti-aircraft 
batteries and naval guns fired on 
German planes.

The gunfire, heaviest along the 
coast since the start of the war, 
made many think that the town 
was being shelled from the sea.
